free A m erica the> 
could 
soon rise 
above tin ir previous condition. 
On 
the other 
hand 
im m igrants 
with 


money but with little intelligence ami 
less morality have become an intol­ 


erable nuisance. 
The best g e tn ta l principle 
w hich: 
can be at present applied to the im- j 
migrant problem is that aliens 
who * 


are likely to debase American citizen­ 
ship should tie ex cluded, while those 
of the right sort should be welcomed, 
w hatever their nationality. 
Gauging 


by this standard need not be so diffi­ 


cult, but it will take firm action on 
the part of the I'nited States govern­ 
m ent, and in dem anding this action 
every American citizen who has the 
in terest of his nation at heart is fully 
just ifil'd. 
The foreigner who comes 


to A m erica with the inclination to 
pauperize labor and to li\*> like a hog, 


with no am bition for betterm ent and 
with no interest in his fellow iiVtr. is 
the sort 
that degrades our citizen 


ship. 
U» ‘ c au be detected before h 
ev er quits his native shore just as ir 


would not be difficult for us to decide 
who from any com m unity would, for 


ex am ple, m ake good or bad citizens of 
England or Germ any. 
A rigid investigation of prospective 


im m ig ra n t' b\ 
Mm riean officials who 
understand their duty and a re deter­ 
mined tu fore they can ev er s ta rt for 


America, t\ fusing to endorse all who 
are in the least unfit, will help solve 
the problem.

nations of Europe are only too glad 
to get rid of the scum of their citizen­ 
ship, while others welcome the idea
